TO  SUPERINTENDENTS,   DIRECTORS,   SUPERVISORS,  PRINCIPALS,  ET.  AL. 

1.  This  is  a  catalogue  of  approved  films. 

2.  Elementary  school  principals  are  to  be  guided  by  this  list  in  making  recommendations 
to  their  Assistant  Superintendents  for   further  development  of  district  film  libraries.   Such 
recommendations  will  guide  the  Bureau  of  Visual  Instruction  in  its  purchases. 

3.  Junior  high  schools  and  high  schools  may  also  make  selections  from  this  list  according 
to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  each  division. 

4:    The  school  level  is  indicated  for  each  title  by  the  following  code  letters: 

"E" Elementary  School       "A" Academic  High  School 

"J" Junior  High  School        "V" Vocational  High  School 

5.  Where  a  title  is  suitable  for  more  than  one  school  level,  a  combination  of  two  or  more 
letters  will  so  indicate:  viz.  E-J  would  indicate  Elementary  and  Junior  High,  E-V  would 
indicate  Elementary  and  Vocational,  etc.,  etc. 

6.  The  films  as  classified  merely  indicate  the  school  level  for  which  they  are  most  suitable. 
However,  it  is  not  intended  to  restrict  their  use  to  any  particular  school  level,  grade  or  subject. 

7.  At  the  right  hand  side  of  each  page  in  this  lisit,  following  the  price,  there  are  two 
other  columns  of  numbers,  one  headed  "Contractor,"  the  other  with  a  cross  (t).  In  "Contrac- 
tor" column  is  stated  the  contractors'  reference  number  which  is  indexed  on  Page  2.  The 
column  headed  by  the  cross  (f)  indicates  year  of  contract  termination. 

When  requisitioning  items  from  this  list  please  adhere  to  the  following  instructions: 

8.  Use  "S"  form  requisition. 

9.  Correct  address  of  school,  including  postal  zone  number,  must  appear  on  each  requi- 
sition. 

10.  All  requisitions   submitted   should  be  typewritten.   Signatures   of   Principals   on   the 
voucher  and  requisition  copies  shall  be  the  personal  signatures,  written  in  ink.  Signatures  in 
pencil,  rubber  stamped  or  written  by  another,  will  not  be  accepted. 

11.  When  preparing  requisitions,  please  list  the  items  in  numerical  sequence.   Use  one 
line  for  each  item. 

12.  When  requisitioning,  enter  the  full  name  of  the  vendor  in  the  space  provided  on  the 
requisition.  A  separate  requisition  shall  be  prepared  for  each  vendor. 

13.  Six  copies  are  to  be  sent  to  the  Assistant  Superintendent,  or  the  appropriate  director, 
etc.,  for  such  action  as  he  (she)  may  wish  to  take.  The  seventh  copy  is  to  be  retained  by  the 
school.  Keep  all  copies  of  each  requisition  together,  since  the  separation  of  copies  retards  their 
handling  by  the  Bureau  of  Supplies.  Kindly  staple  all  copies  of  requisition  together. 

14.  Requisitions  once  filed  shall  be  considered  as  open  requisitions  until  they  are  either 
filled  or  cancelled.   Items  shall  not  be  re-requisitioned  on  the  assumption  that  a  previous 
requisition  will  not  be  filled. 

15.  Requisitions  are  numbered  in  sequence:  therefore,  if  a  requisition  is  cancelled  or  de- 
stroyed, a  note  of  such  cancellation  shall  be  attached  to  the  next  following  requisition. 

16.  Before   approving   requisitions,    Superinteridenlts   will    satisfy   themselves   as   to   the 
necessity  for  the  item  ordered. 

17.  Superintendents  are  requested  to  ascertain  if  there  is  a  surplus  of  any  item  requisi- 
tioned in  the  schools  under  their  jurisdiction  which  may  be  used  in  other  schools,  thereby 
eliminating  the  necessity  of  ordering  such  items. 

18.  Requisitions  submitted  by  schools  shall  include  the  COMBINED  requirements  of  all 
departments.  An  annex  will  be  regarded  as  a  separate  school. 

19.  Principals  of  Junior  High  Schools  wherein  Elementary  Departments  are  maintained 
should  have  requisitions  distinctly  marked  in  capital  letters  ELEMENTARY  or  JUNIOR 
HIGH  as  the  case  may  be. 

You  are  urged  to  re-read  the  foregoing  instructions  and  re-check  requisitions  before  for- 
warding.
